Mayor Boothby on Flag Day. 

It is the intention of Mayor 
Boothby to have Flag Day, the 
14fch of June, celebrated in his 
city in a fitting manner, in the 
following letter he makes recom¬ 
mendations to the general public: 

Portland, Me., June 5,1902, 
To the Citizens of Portland: 

For foal* it may not be gener¬ 
ally understood, I desire to call 
your attention to the fact that June 
14 is “Flag Day,” because on that 
date in 1777, Congress enacted, 
that the flag of the 13-United 
States be 13 stripes, alternate red 
and white; that the Union be 13 
stars, white in a blue field, repre¬ 
senting a new constellation, and 
on July 4,1818, it was enacted by 
Congress that after the Fourth of 
July of that year that the Union 
he 20 stars, white in a blue fieid, 
and that on the admission of a 
new State into the Union oue star 
be added to the Union of the flag. 
Since 1818 events have occurred to 
give new meaning to our flag so 
that, as is said, no American can 
fail of feeling pride aucl satisfac¬ 
tion whenever our flag is display¬ 
ed. 

It is earnestly hoped then that 
our citizens will on June 14, greet 
the rising and salute the setting 
sun and see that the flag flies from 
every school and public building 
and from every private dwelling, 
however humble, and it Is hoped 
that school officials and school 
teachers and all patriotic people 
will appropriately observe the day 
as may soom to them best fitting.

A LARGE CLASS LEAVES GOULD

This 
left the battle to the greater lights 
alone and the convention proceed¬ 
ed to a secret ballot which result¬ 
ed in Cummings 75, Googin 65, 

Mr. Kelley, leader of the Googin 
phalanx, then secured the floor 
aud in behalf of the entire Lewis¬ 
ton delegation pledged its support 
to Mr. Cummings. He then mov¬ 
ed that the nomination be made 
unanimous and the motion was 
Carried Without opposition. 

Again the Androscoggin county 
republicans are united for the 
right and will go forward to vic¬ 
tory in September under the ban¬ 
ner of honest enforcement of law.

Preparation of Stock and Bad—How 
to Insert and Tie. 

The stock which is to receive the bud 
should be at least three-eighths of an 
'inch in diameter near the ground. The 
lower leaves are rubbed off to a height 
of five or six inches to enable the bud- 
der to work more freely. A perpendic¬ 
ular cut is made in the stock as near 
the ground as possible from an inch to 
an inch and a half long and preferably 
on the north side of the tree, as the 
bud will not be so readily dried out by 
the sun on that side. The cut should 
only extend through the bark. Another 
cut should now be made across the top 
of the perpendicular one. 

The buds are cut from well developed 
and ripened shoots of the current sea¬ 
son’s growth of the variety it is desired 
to propagate. Before the buds are re¬ 
moved the leaves should be cut off the 
shoots. A piece of the petiole, or leaf¬ 
stalk, is left, however, by which the 
bud may be handled after it has been 
removed.

How to Clean Wall Paper. 

To clean wall paper without injury 
to its gloss or general effect take four 
ounces of pumice stone in fine powder¬ 
ed form and mix it with one quart of 
flour. When this has been thoroughly 
done with the hands add enough water 
to knead the mess into a thick dough. 
Form the dough into several rolls about 
as long as the width of each strip of 
wall paper and two inches in diameter. 
Wrap Some white cotton cloth around 
each roll aud stretch it iu place; then 
boll about three'-quarters of an hour. 
In that time the dough rolls are firm 
and the covering can be removed. Rub 
the soiled paper with these rolls. Not 
only will ordinary dirt spots be re¬ 
moved, but grease will be absorbed by 
them. After rubbing carefully dust 
the paper, and if more spots remain 
repeat the process. 


Hotf to Core Bee Sting’s. 

First pull the sting from the flesh, 
then bruise the fresh leaves of the com¬ 
mon weed known as vervain and rub 
the wound Well With them, after Which 
bind to it a plaster of the crushed 
leaves well moistened, says The Ladies' 
Home Journal. This will prevent swell¬ 
ing ana ease the pain. Vervain may bo 
used in its dried state by steeping the 
leaves in hot water, It is gathered in 
September by negro nurses in the south 
and hung up to dry for winter use. 


How to Clean Slckel Plate. 

To clean the nickel plate of the bath¬ 
room a mixture of washing soda and 
ammonia may be used for the cleaning 
part, with a little thin whiting paste , 
when it comes to the polishing. These 
fitments are easily kept clean and, 
bright if treated once a week, but the , 
surface once thoroughly clouded, 
through neglect it will take many re -1 
peated rubbings to restore the original 
polish and brightness.

HOW TO EXCLUDE MOTHS.' 

Dome Valuable Pointers About These 
Destructive Insects. 

When the habits of moths are under¬ 
stood, they can be more effectually pre¬ 
vented. The moth millers make their 
appearance in early spring. They are 
torpid during the day, but are very ac¬ 
tive in the evening. During May and 
June they deposit their eggs In dark 
places. When a moth miller has laid 
its quota of eggs, it dies. The eggs are 
very small aud are hatched in about 
two weeks., 

The young worm begins its destruc¬ 
tive work at once aud continues until 
cold weather, says What to Eat. It is 
torpid and harmless during the winter. 
In late winter it changes into a chrysa¬ 
lis aud later into a winged moth. If 
these winged moths are not allowed to 
enter the house to deposit their eggs, 
there will be no trouble with moths. 
The window and door screens should 
be placed in the windows and doors 
early in the season and a close watch 
kept for the moth miller. 

Moths always work in the dark. Furs 
and woolen clothing have a special at¬ 
traction for them, and a soiled gar¬ 
ment or a dirty spot on a garment will 
attract them; hence every garment 
should he clean when it is put away 
for the summer. Furs and all woolen 
clothing that are not needed during the 
summer should be hung out in the open 
air and gently beaten and well brushed 
and then wrapped in newspapers with 
plenty of camphor gum. Newspapers 
are good for wrapping about clothing, 
because the printers' ink is offensive to 
the moths. When wrapped, put iu a 
cedar chest. If a cedar chest is not ob¬ 
tainable, use an ordinary box and paste 
thick paper around the edges. Woolen 
garments that require washing should 
be Trashed and packed away in the 
same manner, it Is a good plan to 
write on the box the names of the dif¬ 
ferent garments placed inside. 

When the carpets are taken up in the 
spring, the (Woof Should be washed to 
remove the dust, then washed in water 
to wLilch turpentine has been added ill 
the proportion of a tablespoonful to 
each quart of Water, care being taken 
not to neglect the cracks and place* 
where heavy pieces of furniture ara 
placed. When dry, sprinkle ground 
black pepper along the baseboards.

WHEN YOU ARE LOST, 

How to Fix the Points of tlie Com- 
IHINS. 

“When you discover that you are 
lost, first stop and pyll yourself to 
gether,” says a writer in St, Nicholas. 
“Recall the'directton in which you start¬ 
ed from camp—whether you went 
north, south, east or west. You cau 
always do this if you try. The next 
step is to fix the points of the compass. 
When that is done, you will be able to 
go in the general direction you wish. 
Find a mature tree that stands apart 
from its fellows. Even if it is only 
slightly separated it will do. The bark 
of this tree will be harder, drier and 
lighter in color on the south side. On 
the north it will be darker, and often 
at the roots it will have a clump of 
mold or moss. On the south sides of 
all evergreen trees gum, which oozes 
from wounds or knotholes, will be hard 
and amber colored. On the north this 
gum is softer, gets covered with dust 
and is of a dirty gray. 

“In fail or winter trees which show a 
rough bark will have nests of insects 
in the crevices on their south sides, A 
tree which stands in the open will have 
its larger limbs and rougher bark on 
the south side. Hardwood trees—the 
oak, tlie ash, elms, hickories, mesquites] 1 
etc.—have moss and mold on the north. 
Leaves are smaller, tougher, lighter in 
color and with darker veins on the 
south. On the_ north they., are longer, 
of darker green'and" with' lighter veins,' 
Spiders build on the south side. 

“Any sawed or cut stump will give 
you the compass points, because the 
concentric rings are thicker on the 
south side. The heart of the stump is 
thus nearer to the north side. All these 
things are the effects of sun. If you 
are on a marsh, small bushes will 
give you the lesson. Their leaves and 
limbs show the 'same differences. Al¬ 
most all wild flowers turn their faces 
to the south. There are many other 
signs, but I reckon you will find these 
enough.”

Some Things Beyond Price. 

Five million dollars refused for 
a dingy little brown church with a 
bit of burying-ground attached is a' 
cheerful reminder that there are 
still some things which money 
will not buy. In the very vortex 
of New York’s business whirlpool 
St Paul’s Chapel, with its tiny 
green churchyard, remains undis¬ 
turbed in its old rural repose. It 
would be an ideal site for a sky¬ 
scraper, and a syndicate would 
gladly pay five million dollars for 
the chance to build oue there, but 1 
the place is not for sale. 

There are a few other things 
even in the most mercenary of 
modern cities that are not for 
sale. If Central Part were cut up 
into building lots it would proba¬ 
bly bring not less than a billion 
dollars. With Prospect Park, in 
Brooklyn, it could be made to pro. 
duce a revenue that would pay the 
entire expenses of the city govern 
ment and leave all other property 
free from taxation. There was a 
time when New York was in dan- 
ger of having no Central Park. 
The official map of the city cover¬ 
ed all that region with streets and 
avenues. A small park taking in 
the present Union and Madison 
Squares and the space between 
was thought to afford all the 
breathiug space the future metro¬ 
polis would need. Now, no price 
that all the billionaires of all the 
trusts could offer would be regard¬ 
ed by New Yorkers as au induce¬ 
ment to give up Central Park. 
The price that could be obtained 
for Fairmount Park would sup¬ 
port the city government of Phila¬ 
delphia, but no Philadelphian 
would care to be relieved of taxa¬ 
tion at such a cost. 

In every important city of 
America the public parks repre¬ 
sent the voluntary sacrifice of an 
income greater than the present 
municipal budget. But no public 
park anywhere is for sale. It is 
good to know that there are some 
things which are beyond mice.— 
Saturday Evening Post, 


How to Detect Adulteration. 

It is easy to discover whether your 
morning- beverage is pure coffee or part 
chicory. Drop half a teaspoonfui of 
ground coffee in a glass of cold water. 
If the coffee is not adulterated whh 
chicory, it will float on the surface, id 
the water will be no more than tinted 

brown. If a sediment sinks to the bot¬ 
tom of the glass, that’s chicory. The 
water will be a reddish brown. Chic¬ 
ory is harmless. ' Indeed many prefer 
a mixture of chicory with the coffee, 
ascribing to it a peculiar deliciousness. 
Coffee is often adulterated with ground 
Peas or wheat, and_thcsejpve a flat- 
l^ess to. thejjeverage—a sort of warmed 
over flavor. The presence of these 
adulterations can be detected by drop¬ 
ping a little tincture of iodine into a 
tumbler of clear, cold coffee. If the 
liquid turns a deep blue, there’s an ad¬ 
mixture of peas or wheat. The iodine 
has detected the starch in one or the 
other. If the coffee remains its usual 
color, you are not paying for either 
peas or wheat. 


How to Mend Fingrpon& Bulls. 

The cost of pingpong may be mini¬ 
mized by an ingenious method of re¬ 
storing damaged balls which an en¬ 
thusiast in the game has discovered 
and made public property. The cellu¬ 
loid balls commonly used are often 
bulged in and then thrown away as 
useless. Instead of throwing them 
away they should be dipped into hot 
water, wiien the bulge will immediate¬ 
ly disappear, and the ball can be re¬ 
turned to play as good as ever. It is 
not necessary to immerse the whole 
ball. It is sufficient if the bulged part 
be dipped, and this can be done with¬ 
out scalding the fingers. 


How to Wash Shirt Waists. 
Great care should be used in wash¬ 
ing delicately tinted shirt waists or 
summer gowns to prevent fading. Alum 
used in the rinsing water will prevent 
green from fading. A handful of salt 
thrown into the rinse water should be 
used to set blue, Oxgall is good to use 
for gray and brown. Hay water, made 
by pouring boiling water over hay, is 
excellent for washing tan or brown 
lineu. When this is not used, the gar¬ 
ments will soon look faded and bleach¬ 
ed. 


How to Slice Bacon* 

In so small a thing as the slicing of 
bacon the trained hand will distinguish 
between the right and the wrong way, 
The bacon should he put on the table 
or board with the rind down. Slice 
with a sharp knife and as thin as pos¬ 
sible, but do not attempt to cut through 
the rind. When enough slices are cut, 
slip the knife under them, close to the 
nnd, aud they will fail off together 
easily.

If you are buying handkerchiefs, you 
may make sure of their being linen or 
not by a very simple process. Moisten 
the tip of one of yoUr fingers and then 
press it on the hnUdkerchief, If it 
wets through at once the fabric is 
linen, blit if it is Cotton Several seconds 
will elapse before the threads are sat¬ 
urated. 


How to Make Dandelion Wine. 
Steep the dandelion flowers in boiling 
water for five minutes, then strain off' 
tliG liquid, pressing tlie flowers hard. 
Sweeten to taste and add brandy in the 
proportion of a pint to every four gal¬ 
lons of liquid, Put in uncorked bottles 
and keep in a cool place until fermenta¬ 
tion ceases, Draw off and rebottle. 

Mow to Remove Coffee Status. 
Coffee and milk stains on woolen ma- 
Si ma / bo removed with glycerin, 
Paint over the spot with glycerin, and 
then wash with pure lukewarm water 
applied on a clean linen rag, After¬ 
ward press on the Wrong side With a 
warm iron. Delicate colors are unin¬ 
jured by this treatment.
